would defer until next week the 
sending of a special message to 
congress outlining a comprehen- 
sive national program embracing 
power, flood control, soil conser- 
vation, reclamation and related 
projects. 
WASHINGTON. (UP). The ad- 
ministration controled house broke 
its lines in a major battle over 
the president's $1,500,000,000 work 
relief program. White house legis- 
lative lieutenants summoned the 
full democratic membership to the 
floor in their drive to smack down 
scores of proposed changes in one 
of the most vital new deal meas- 
ures to reach congress this ses- 
sion. 
The agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration will have about $100,- 
000,000 left over from funds made 
available to it for the 1936 pro- 
gram, officials revealed. 


Officials said about $420,000,000 


of the appropriation would be ex- 
pended in benefit payments to 
farmers participating in the agri-

program.

May Punish Those Who In- 


formed TJ. S. Prelate— 


Attacks Renewed. 


BERLIN. UP). The powerful 


gestapo, G e r m a n secret state 
police, began to seek detailed in- 
formation on German sources from 
which, it believed, George Car- 
dinal Mundelein 'obtained the in- 
formation for his. castigation of 
third reich's attitude toward the 
Catholic church. 
Reproductions of p u r p o r t e d 
A m e r i c a n newspaper accounts, 
published here, said the Chicago 
cardinal obtained his data about 
"immorality" trials of 
German 


Catholic monks and lay brothers 
and other material on the church- 
state situation from German resi- 
dents, relayed thru the Franciscan 
sisters in Illinois. 


If the identity of any of these 


Germans can be established, it 
was learned, they will be punish- 
able under a German law -which 
classes as treason the circulation 
of "false reports" likely to do 
damage to the fatherland. 


The penalty for treason is the 


headsman's ax. 


What is regarded as even more 


probable is that the state will 
move- against organizations, rather 
than individuals, if it can estab- 
lish what it deems to be culpa- 
bility. Many religious orders own 
property which might be confis- 
cated. 
The controlled press heightened 


its thunder to include American 
Jews and Catholics, while Catholic 
prelates of two American states 
joined those of other sects in de- 
fending George Cardinal Munde- 
lein's attack on the nazi govern- 
ment. 
Nazi newspapers demanded the 


Vatican "call to order" Cardinal 
Mundelein. 
In Vatican City, prelates said 


the ailing Pope Pius XI has com- 
pleted and might publish at any 
moment a diplomatic paper de- 
signed to give documentary evi- 
dence that any violation of the 
Vatican-German concordat of 1933 
was on the part of Chancellor 
Hitler's regime and not of the 
holy see.

Renewed nazi press outbursts 


assailed Catholics and Jews gen- 
erally and Mayor LaGuardia of 
New York in particular, as well 
as the cardinal.

COCHRAN VETOES 


REMODELING OLD 


HALL OF SENATE 


Says Lack of Proof of Per- 


manency of Any Altera- 


tion Proposed. 


Gov. Cochran •wrote his 18th and 


final veto message, scuttling the 
legislature's plans for remodeling 
the former senate chamber for 
use at the next session of the one- 
house body. The general appro- 
priation bill becomes a law with- 
out his approval. 


The measure he vetoed gave the 


clerk of the legislature authority 
to print the session laws but the 
portion to which Cochran objected 
provided that the clerk, under di- 
rection of the legislative council, 
could enter into contracts for re- 
arrangement of the senate cham- 
ber to accommodate 43 members. 


At the recent session, the legis- 
lature used the house chamber 
which has 100 desks but members 
found this arrangement did not 
give them sufficient room. 
The 


senate chamber as now arranged 
has only 34 desks. 


The legislature, in its general 


appropriation 
bill, 
included 
a 


$10,700 item to cover remodeling 
costs. 
Since the bill was passed 


with more than a three-fifths ma- 
jority, Cochran could not veto it. 
" "I realize," Cochran said, "that 
this is a request of the legislature 
but I also recall as a member of 
the capitol commission a request 
on the part of the house of repre- 
sentatives a number of years ago 
that 
considerably 
more 
gallery 


space be provided than was con- 
templated in the original plans. 


"The capitol commission com- 


plied with this request at a cost of 
many thousands of dollars. It 
would be abandoned in favor of 
much less gallery space for the 
public under the proposed altera- 
tion scheme in L. B. 559. 
"In other words, there does not 


appear to be any proof of per- 
manency of any alteration which 
might be made, regardless of cost." 


Effect of Veo. 


As a result of the veto, Clerk 


Srb of the legislature will have no 
specific authority to proceed with 
contracting for changes in the 
original senate chamber, tho the 
general appropriation bill carries 
an appropriation of $10,700 for re- 
arrangement of the senate cham- 
ber on the east side of the capitol, 
with some new desks, 
carpets, 


draperies, but this appropriation 
has a tsring to it which conditions 
the expenditure "under provisions 
of section 3, legislative bill 859," a 
bill which is now vetoed and non- 
existing. The main bill giving au- 
thority to contract for the rear- 
rangement having been vetoed it 
is deemed likely that the appro- 
priation bill will not be spent nor 
permited to be spent by State Au- 
ditor Price without a law suit or 
possibly a re-enactment of the bill 
if and when the legislature calls

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WIDOW LOSES SECOND 


SUIT FOR INSURANCE 


Policy 
Holder May "Waive 


Privilege of Physician 


to Keep Silent. 


For the second time within a 
month Ethel R. Falkinburg of 
Omaha lost in supreme court Fri- 
day in suits -she brought against 
two life insurance companies that 
had issued policies on the life of 
her husband. Her first suit was 
against the Interstate 
Business 
Men's Accident company of Des 
Momes on a $5,000 policy. The 
company claimed Falkinberg killed 
himself in a fit of despondency. 
The jury sustained the claim. The 
widow appealed. 
The supreme 
court upheld the verdict of the 
jury. The jury that tried her suit 
against the Prudential Life Insur- 
ance company on a $7,000 policy 
was more kindly disposed. It gave 
a. verdict in her favor. The com- 
pany appealed 
Passing on this appeal Judge 
Day reversed the judgment be- 
cause of prejudicial errors com- 
__ itted by the trial court. He said 
where the defense in a suit on 
policy is suicide and the only avail- 
able 
evidence is circumstantial, 
great latitude is allowed in the 
admission of evidence. Oidmarily 
a communication by a patient to 
his physician is privileged and may 
not be disclosed, but the patient 
may waive that privilege and per- 
mit the physician to testify, since 
the object of the statute forbidding 
disclosure is not to disqualify the 
physician as a witness but to se- 
cure medical services without fear 
of betrayal. In this case such a 
waiver was a part of the policy, 
and the court says it is binding 
on anyone claiming an interest un- 
der the policy. The presumption 
that a person does not kill himself 
is tenable only when the cause of 
death is unknown, but disappears 
when evidence is introduced tend- 
ing to show that cause. 
This 
makes testimony as to prior hea/lth 
admissible. 
Falkinberg died from a pistol 


•wound 
He had been a Pullman 


conductor, but had to retire be- 
cause of a mamc-depressive psy- 
chosis. 
There were no eyewit- 


nesses 
The company sought to 


prove by three doctors called to at- 
tend him that he had made state- 
ments tending to show the wound 
was self-inflicted.

BAR INTEGRATION. 


Nebraska attorneys and judges 


who have been working for two 
decades to secure such an associa- 
tion of lawyers as will make it 
possible to rid the profession of 
those whose conduct brings op- 
probrium upon it feel that they 
have found an answer to their 
hopes in the petition asking the 
supreme court to order bar inte- 
gration. 
One or more attempts 


have been made to secure legis- 
lative approval of tha plan, which 
involves compulsory membership 
of all practicing attorneys, but 
they met with failure. 
This is 


all the more remarkable because 
in all of the 18 states where such 
an association exists it has been 
integrated by a legislative act. 


The objects 
of the" program 


should appeal to the public, in 
view of the fact that the associa- 
tion will have no fee fixing power. 
These objects are to raise . the 
standards and practices of the 
profession, and to limit the prac- 
tice of law to persons who have 
secured licenses to do so. It in- 
cludes machinery 
for local in- 


vestigation and later prosecution 
of all lawyers who violate the 
ethics of the profession and the 
law defining the conduct of at- 
torneys. In most of the cases in 
this state where court discipline 
has been inflicted upon attorneys, 
the complaints arose out of diffi- 
culties with clients over the re- 
tention of moneys collected in 
their interest. Here is where the 
public is directly concerned. It is 
indirectly concerned in having a 
bar committed to weeding out 
lawyers who deal unfairly with 
their clients. 


In California 
the number of 


suspensions and disbarments, un- 
der the integrated bar law, has 
increased from an average of one 
every three years to 20 a year, 
and the impartiality with which 
punishment has been inflicted ha; 
had results described by the for- 
mer president of the association 
as remarkable. During the first 
few years the number of com- 
plaints averaged 
a hundred a 


month, and many of them evi- 
denced a grievance 
against the 


courts and society generally, anc 
all of them against lawyers gen- 
erally. 


Recognition 
of 
this 
attitude 


toward members of the profes- 
sion, undeserved as they believe 
in most cases, is one of the mov- 
ing causes for integration. If this 
will result in removing the stigma 
not only the profession but society 


.me, it might be as well to probe i 
he administration of soil con- 
ervation as anything: else so far 
iroposed. 


NO SIMPLE SHIFT. 


When the democratic represent- 


ative from West Virginia, Con- 
gressman Woodrum, appealed to 
ongress to take the racketeering 
out of relief and urged that a 
sillion was sufficient in place of 
.he billion and a half requested, 


was but voicing his own opinion 


and as such, it carries some 
weight, but is not likely to greatly 
nfluence the house. Congress does 
resent much of what the executive 
department is doing in its ad- 
ministration of relief and other 
!unds. But congress is not deter- 
mined to stand up and 
fight 


against relief. 


There can be no 
agreement 


among congressmen on the size 
of the relief appropriation. 
The 


second presidential recommenda- 
tion is much larger than the first. 
That is because the governors of 
a number of states, and also a 
number of congressmen, have ap- 
pealed to the president for more 
iberal recommendations. The con- 
tention of these people is that the 
states cannot reassume the relief 
burden and that if relief funds 
are cut below the amount now 
asked, the states will be forced 
to assume that portion of the job 
which the federal government is 
unable to take care of. 


There are those who have con- 


tended all along that the relief 
problem should be administered 
locally. They opposed the federal 
government's taking over relief in 
the first place. It was easy to see 
Jaat this might be a costly mis- 
take. 
Mistake it has proved to 


be and very nearly as costly as 
:he most pessimistic observers had 
predicted. 


But shoving the problem back 


on the states does not necessarily 
mean reparation for the sin com- 
mitted some years ago. It becomes 
an 
entirely 
new 
question 
of 


policy and must be considered as 
such. The congressman from West 
Virginia may be . entirely right hi 
all respects, but the matter is not 
a simple question of transferring 
relief back to the states. Some of 
the states are unwilling and unable 
to reassume this burden now. 


Some of the film strikers are 


back on the job, after having ar- 
ranged with producers a contract 
calling for a closed shop and an 
increase in hourly wages. 
Other 


strikers are stjll awaiting a set- 
tlement of their quarrel with the 
studios. The film strike was in- 
teresting because of the tolerance 
shown thruout, at least after the 
first outbreak.. California is the 
place where difficulties of this 
kind are usually settled by police- 
men swinging clubs. But in the 
recent disturbance things moved 
along quite peaceably and the 
movie utility workers have ar- 
ranged an agreement with their 
bosses and gone back io work.

FOOTNOTES. 


Men and women returned from 


tiopeless insanity by Insulin, which 
is saving millions from death by 
sugar, are bringing back with 
them the first "geographies of 
the mind," giving man the first 
inklings of what goes on in the 
intricate "labyrinths of psyche,' 
it was reported before the closing 
sessions of the annual meeting 
o f '• t h e American Psychiatric 
Association at Pittsburgh, -writes 
William L. Lawrence in the New 
York Times. Those returning from 
the land of eternal darkness, it was 
brought out, also bring back with 
them new light which not only 
partly penetrates the veil of mys- 
tery shrouding the processes of 
mental disease but also casts a 
new sort of illumination on the 
mechanisms involved in the nor- 
mal mental processes. 


The new maps of "psyche's 


labyrinths," which may take their 
place alongside other first maps on 
voyages of discovery, were de- 
scribed by Prof. Manfred Sa- 
kel, famous Vienna psychiatrist 
who recently startled the work 
with the announcement of his dis- 
covery, since then corroborated -at 
Bellevue hospital and other insti- 
tutions, that shocks produced by 
large doses of insulin will resui 
in recoveries in a high percentage 
of hitherto hopelessly insane per- 
sons. 


Dr. Sakel's discovery was made 
at the same psychiatric clinic o: 
the University of Vienna when 
Sigmund Freud worked out hi; 
theory and method of psycho 
analysis and from which Prof 
Julius Wagrner-Jauregg gave to 
the world the use of fever treat 
ment as a cure for paresis, a 
dreadful brain disease until then 
hopelessly incurable. 


At a symposium at the New 


York Academy of Medicine a few 
weeks ago, where Dr. Sakel pre 
sented the first description of his 
method and technique' before an 
American medical audience, he re- 
ported 70 percent full remissions 
in about 600 recent cases of the 
form of insanity known as de 
mentia praecox, with 80 percent 
g-ood remissions and return to 
useful work, -while in chronic case, 
the remissions were 40 percent 
results 
considered 
startling 
by 
psychiatrists. 


Dr. Sakei went considerably fur 
ther than he did in his earlier re 
port. Not only have the results been 
substantiated in fully 1,000 cases 
of dementia praecox, but these 
very cases, by tho new light thej 
shed on the nature of mental dis 
ease in general, have made it pos 
sible to extend the method, with 
variations in technique, to othe 
forms of insanity, such as th 
maniac-depressive type, "compul 
sion 
neuroses," 
psychoses an< 
hysteria. 


Encouraging results have been 


obtained in all these types, Dr 
Sakel reported, but at presen 
there are not enough cases on 
which to base definite conclusions

Physiologically or 
medically the changes occurring in 
cells and tissues of the body of 
the individual in the early or inci- 
pient stage of arteriosclerosis is 
degeneration. 


If this retrogressive pathological 
change is recognized before too 
much damage is done, it is possible 
not only to arrest the process but 
even to reverse it and bring about 
regeneration and rejuvenation. A 
man is as old as his arteries; a 
woman as old as she looks with- 
out make-up.

Mortality statistics for several 
decades have seemed to indicate 
;hat, 
while the infectious diseases 


have been steadily decreasing in 
prevalence1 and the toll of lives 
;aken by such diseases and their 
sequels has gradually declined, the 
degenerative 
diseases, 
notably 
cardiovascular degenerations (ar- 
teriosclerosis, heart disease, apo- 
plexy, 
angina pectoris, Bright's 


disease) have become rather more 
prevalent and have disabled and 
Jestroyed a larger proportion of 
the population. This apparent In- 
crease in the tendency to degen- 
erate may be partly due to more 
accurate diagnosis today, but not 
altogether. It signifies one impor- 
tant thing quite clearly: That is, 
public health provisions and sani- 
tary regulations take care of the 
infectious diseases, but the de- 
generative diseases can be pre- 
vented - only thru 
personal hy- 
|iene. Within reasonable limitation 
.t is up to every one to decide for 
himself whether he shall spend his 
youth in wrong living or keep it to 
lighten the sunset of his years. 
Altho the older medical authors 
ascribe early onset of cardiovas- 
cular degeneration to the inheri- 
tance of bad material 
for 
the 


tubing (the arteries) they never- 
theless added that more commonly 
the premature aging results from 
the bad use of good vessels. Cer- 
tainly you can't 
blame 
grand- 


father for the alcohol, tobacco, 
over eating, syphilis, repression of 
the tight or flight emotion, and 
the strain and stress of your un- 
natural mode of life. 


From the purely physical (not 
merely moral) point of view, it is 
sound medicine to say that the 
state of a man's arteries is an in- 
dex of his personal hygiene. Car- 
diovascular degeneration is largely 
one's own making. To a majority 
of 
men death comes thru this 


portal—to 25 percent of all who 
die after 40. Don't begin dying 
yet a-while.

"The record of Nebraska's first 


unicameral legislature will, I am 
sure, evoke more commendation 
than condemnation from 
those 


who have followed it thru it's 
initial session. The most drastic 
opponent of the unicameral plan 
will have to admit the sincerity of 
purpose of the membership, their 
earnest efforts and effective work. 
"With no rules to follow, with- 


out precedent to steer its course 
and with no recognized leader it 
started from scratch and came 
thru with a minimum of mistakes. 
Not even the most severe critics 
of the one house system can deny 
but that the mechanics of law 
making, as set up by the first 
unicameral, are far superior to 
those employed heretofore. 
The 


one provision which provides that 
five days notice shall be given be- 
fore hearing is to be held on a bill 
by any committee is indeed of 
major importance to the people of 
our state. 
"Not only does it -ward against 
the danger of the hasty passage 
of legislation, but, of more im- 
portance, it permits the opponents 
of a proposed measure to appear 
and present their views. Another 
provision which eliminates the sec 
ret meetings of committees, places 
all members on record and thus 
permits a citizen in any district 
in the state to know just where 
his representative stood on a 
measure. 
"The added responsibility on 


the members of the unicameral has 
caused them to take their work

Feels that West Is Still More Alive 


than East In Matter of Educa- 
tion. 
LINCOLN.—Our Lincoln Editor 
wishes Roger Babson had 
been 


more specific when he expressed 
the opinion that the schools of this 
region are superior. 
Let me give 


him a few illustrations. The west- 
ward movement after the Civil war 
has not yet died down. Thousands 
of men married, and with their 
rVives and others 
built up new 


;owns, .schools, academies and col- 
eges.'' That movement was mental 
as well as physical. The west be- 
came far more alive than the east. 


In Ohio, in 1867 I heard a flour 
mill man tell my father that wheat 
jrown in Illinois was shipped up 
:o Wisconsin and then down to 
Chicago as Wisconsin wheat. The 
next year father and family moved 
up to Wisconsin. He was afraid 
of a lack of culture and refinement 
and -was surprised to find improve- 
ment in some ways. About 1893 
Wooster college called a graduate 
from Beloit college in Wisconsin 
to be president at Wooster, O. 
About 1903 Peynette, Wis., Pres- 
byterian academy called a teacher 
from Hastings college in Nebraska. 
A graduate from Beloit college 
later became United States sen- 
ator from Nebraska—Hon. Senator 
Burke. 
In 1879 Bozeman, Mont., 


picked out a graduate from Iowa 
university to be superintendent of 
Bozeman high school. 
Later he 


became superintendent of Montana 
public schools. In 1919 a graduate 
from high school in Wisconsin 
wanted to be a teacher in Montana, 
but found the standard in Mon- 
tana two years higher than that 
of Wisconsin. 


About 30 years ago in the New 


York Independent a college man 
gave us his review of higher ed- 
ucation from California to Chi- 
cago. "More studious young peo- 
ple," it said in brief. In 1923-24= 
the annual reports in the Presby- 
terian general assembly were good 
for the west. Far better than for 
our religious colleges and acad- 
emies, in east.

WASHINGTON. OK. The treaa- 


Wry reported Friday internal reve- 
nue collections of 511,800,000 a 
day for the last ten months, or 
$2,300,000 more than .the daily av- 
erage a year agro. 


The receipts this year, not in- 


eluding customs duties, Income 
from interest and similar items, 
failed by $9.000,000 to level up 
with daily expenditures. At $20,- 
800,000, the latter were $1,000,000 
over last year. 


Aggregate internal revenue for 
the first ten months of this fiscal 
year, the treasury said, 
was 
$3,544,655,000, 
an 
Increase 
of 
$684,785,000 or 23 percent over 
last year. 


The report was made public 
shortly after Chairman Doughton, 
(d., N. C.), of the house ways and 
means committee proposed a two- 
year 
extension 
of 
"nuisance" 
taxes, from which part of the in- 
ternal revenue fund is derived. 
They cover such items as trucks, 
matches, electricity and chewing 
jfum. 


President Roosevelt had asked 
congress not to let the levies, 
which it was estimated would pro- 
vide $452,580,000 in the next year, 
expire at the end of June. 
Some of Doughton's committee 
members, however, sought to elim- 
inate or reduce a number of the 
"nuisance taxes" designed to pro- 
duce $320,000,000 of the total.

Bizad Outlook Best Since 1930. 
From T. T. Bullock, head of the 
bizad placement bureau, comes the 
report that the outlook for the fu- 
tures'of students of the College of 
Business Administration is better 
than it has been since 1930. Mr. 
Bullock is confident that all bizad 
graduate* will be satisfactorily 
placed since the demand for selling 
and merchandising men is very 
strong and firms are beginning to 
increase their calls for accounting 
graduates. 
Dean O. J. Ferguson of the En- 
gineers states that all of his men 
who want jobs .will be placed very 
soon; that already the college has 
had as many calls as men but that 
the college turns its attention to 
fitting men into positions, not plac- 
ing them, and therefore a few have 
no definite plans yet. 
Dean G. A. Grubb Of Dental col- 
lege says that his seniors today 
are concentrating on graduating 
rather than locating but that they 
will probably not have a hard time 
\vhen they do turn to the other 
serious problem. While many lo- 
calities are crowded with dentists 
therft is a deficiency in others. 
All indications point to an in- 
creasing demand for teachers of 
art and for students who are ver 
^satile in using their talents in 
commercial and industrial design 
according to Dwight Kirsch, chair- 
man of th£ fine arts department 
Of the 11 fine arts graduates Pro- 
fessor Kirsch expects two to con 
tinue graduate work and the nine 
to easily find positions. 


Good Salaries in Music. 


Unquestionably the futures o: 
music students are getting shade: 
brighter and there is an excellen 
outlook for public school musii 
teachers, was the opinion of Direc 


tor Howard Kirkpatrick, of the 
school of music. Music teacher* 
ivill find that in 1937 they can 
command better salaries than the 
average academic instructors be- 
cause schools are again opening 
their music departments. 
Graduates from the college of 


agriculture need have little fear 
that no positions will open for 
them, according to Miss Margaret 
Fedde. chairman of the home eco- 
nomics department, and Dr. Kime 
of the agronomy department. More 
requests have come to the home ec 
department for foot! service work- 
ers than it will be able to fill; all 
five students majoring in dietetics 
have been located, and home serv- 
ice advisers, agricultural journal- 
ism seniors, and clothing and tex- 
tile majors will doubtless find 
themselves in good positions be- 
fore fall.

stitutions the county is paid for 
the care of a prisoner from the 
day that the prisoner is sentenced. 
This amount is 75 cents a day for 
each state prisoner. This is cov- 
ered by a special provision in the 
law relating to care of prisoners. 


When Lancaster county has to 


care for a patient that cannot be 
sent to the state hospital it costs 
around $45 a month at a private 
hospital as compared -with $16.10 
at the state hospital. 
It is the 


view of Mitchell, to which the 
other commissioners assent, that 
if the patient becomes a state ward 
after being committed to the com- 
mission, it is up to the state to 
provide room at the state hospital, 
or to provide other quarters, by 
lease if necessary to take care of 
its wards 


Under the present system the 


county is compelled to pay almost 
three times as much per patient as 
the state charges to take care of 
these cases. If the law does not 
provide that it is up to the state 
to provide for such patients, said 
Mitchell, then the law ought to be 
changed. 


A law had been passed previous 


:o the last legislature which pro- 
vided that each county had to pay 
'or its patients but after a pro- 
test this amount was forgiven as 
no provision was made for coun- 
ties to make a levy for this pur- 
pose. 
Lancaster county was up 


:o its legal limit. There is a feei- 
ng that some of the smaller coun- 
:ics have succeeded in loading a 
heavy tax burden upon Lancaster 
and Douglas counties by the new 
law.

"In 
fact, we are faced with the nec- 
essity of depopulating large areas 
too marginal to furnish a living to 
as many people as are now living 
on them. 
"These marginal lands include 


portions of the great plains which 
were unwisely cultivated during 
the World war, and millions of 
acres of eroded land destroyed by 
careless farming. The Imperial vi- 
cinity itself must shift to a new 
technology. When men broke the 
prairie in southwestern Nebraska, 
they exposed it to erosion—the 
dust you feel in your teeth, the 
dust in your eyes tonight. The fact 
is, this whole wheat plowed, war 
boom area is faced with the pos- 
sibility of becoming a submar- 
ginal area." 
Bell 
insisted 
social 
change 


should be accomplished with the 
ballot. He said the unemployed, 
"who 
already number 8 million 


and will increase," are a "symp- 
tom of economic and political ill 
health." He urged the students to 
"remember if we fail to correct 
this evil thru democratic agencies, 
it will be corrected thru revolu- 
tion."

Imperial Graduates Are Told 


to Think,-Not Believe. 


"If you are to solve the problems 


of the present day you must break 
the cliains of the past. Cease be- 
lieving and start thinking clearly 
and boldly," Dr. Earl H. Bell, as- 
sistant professor in anthropology 
at the University of Nebraska, told 
the graduating class at Imperial 
high school Thursday evening.

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Good Strawberry Year; Plenty for Preserving

Strawberries are having their in- 


ning- this year. Boxes of the bright 
red berries in their green caps now 
line the market shelves and grace 
the carts of the street vendors. 
And prospects are fine for their 
continuing to be available thruout 
much of the country up to July. So 
the person who is fond of this fruit 
shpuld be able to eat it this year 
io his heart's content. 


Florida began 
the 
season by 
raising about 20 percent more 
strawberries .than last year. Louis- 
iana followed a bit tardily because 
of frosts but rallied to the tune of 
600 to 800 acres of berries a week 
—which brought that state's total 
up a shade above normal. 
With the advent of May came 


strawberries from Alabama, Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, and then North 
Carolina. And now as the crop 
from those states is tapering off 
come berries from Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee, and Virginia, tho Arkansas 
isn't figuring as prominently in 
the strawberry 
picture as she 
usually does. 


And here's advice for the woman 
who wants to put up some straw- 
berry preserves and jam. The time 
to buy for such purposes is when 
picking in the nearest strawberry 
area Is the heaviest. 
As the season m any given sec- 
tion opens, inevitably quite a few 
green berries are picked. And as 
the crop dwindles, boxes will have 
some that are over ripe, the tail-

end of the supply. Eat the berries 
raw during these two periods. 
Then watch for prices of local 
berries to come down. When the 
supply is heaviest they often sag 
to between 52 and 52.50 for a 24- 
quart crate. If your state isn't a 
strawberry state, watch the ship- 
ments from the nearest producing 
areas. Prices for you, of course, 
probably won't get quite so low. 


The eastern 
and 
mid-western 
crop will be ushered in the last of 
this 
month, maybe earlier 
if 
weather is warm enough and the 
rains are encouraging. The states 
which come to the shipping front 
then will be Maryland, Delaware, 
Kentucky, New Jersey, Missouri, 
and southern Indiana and Illinois. 
For the late supplies, in June and 
early July, we must look to the 
western and north central states: 
Oregon and 
Washington, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, anj 
Ohio. The west coast states grow 
enough for themselves right along, 
beginning almost as soon as the 
Florida shipping season does and 
continuing thru July. 


After mid July all any section 
will get will be fruit from local 
patches of ever-bearing 
plants, 
berries picked for a more or less 
select trade and selling at fairly 
high prices. Such strawberries are 
now grown from coast to coast, 
mostly near metropolitan centers, 
and can be found on the market 
straight thru into October. 
In washing strawberries 
don't 
let the water from the faucet play 
on them. They are too tender to 
stand such treatment.

>f the container. For that reason 
lon't pour the water off the ber- 
les. Unless they are quite dirty, 
wo such rinses are usually suffi- 
nent.

;ome such utensil to drain. Then 
remove the caps. It's true that par- 
;icles of dirt lodged underneath the 
ap cling more persistently than 
Jiey do elsewhere. But it's better 
o rinse an extra time than to re- 
move the cap first. 
Above all things, don't let straw- 
terries stand m water to lose color 
and flavor. If you want to sweeten 
he berries before serving them, 
cut them in halves, or chop rather 
iian crush them so as to keep 
iie mass attractive as possible. 


Americans need few suggestions 
as to ways of serving strawberries. 
This fruit has 
so long been a 
avorite that each family has its 
pet dishes. For breakfast there 
may be a ring of the freshly 
washed, uncapped berries around 
a little cone of powdered sugar. Or 
;he berries may grace the rnorn- 
ng- dish of cereal. For lunch per- 
laps they are in a fruit salad with 
bananas or fresh pineapple. For 
desserts—in gelatins, ice creams, 
ces, bavarian cream, custard, or 
'olded into whipped cream, or 
sweetened and used for a cake 
sauce. Just plain strawberries and 
cream are most satisfying to some 
jeople. 


Strawberry short cake is a per- 
ennial favorite, of course. An- 
other delicious pastry is fresh 
trawberry pie or tarts—a flaky 
crust filled with large, • selected 
uncooked berries, 
and a clear

sauce poured over 
hem. To make the sauce, cook 
ip small berries and strain them 
iiru cheese cloth.

surplus can be 
used for pieserves and jam, the 
'mest berries for preserves, the 
smaller for jam. 
Heat is the arch enemy of color 
and flavor in strawberries; so 
^reserving methods use the mmi- 
num of cooking. The bureau of 
home economics suggests three 
different processes. For all meth- 
ods eight pounds of prepared 
fruit at a time is about the maxi- 
mum for best results. 


Proceeding according to method 


STo. 1 you would use a pound of 
sugar for each pound of the ber- 
ries, and combine the two in alter- 
nate layers, then let them stand 
eight to ten hours before cooking. 
No water should be added, as the 
sugar draws enough liquid out of 
fruit. As soon as they are 
ready boil them rapidly 15 or 20 
minutes or until the sirup is 
rather thick. You'll need to stir 
it occasionally but carefully so as 
not to break the berries. 


Method No. 2 utilizes small ber- 
ries for juice to pour over the 
choice fruit. Crush these small 
berries and cook them about three 
minutes, 
stirring 
c o n s t a ntly. 
Strain. For each pound of the big 
berries take yt cup of this juice 
and one pound of sugar. 
Heat 
the sugar and the juice slowly 
until 
the sugar dissolves, then 
drop the large berries into the 
sirup and simmer 3 to 5 minutes 
Then boil rapidly 10 to 15 min- 
utes or until the fruit is some- 
what clear. Remove the scum and 
let the preserves stand over night 
in the kettle. The next morning 
fill 
hot 
sterilized jars 
three- 
fourths full of the drained berries 
without reheating them. Then boi 
the sirup rapidly until it is fairly 
thick, pour over the berries, and 
seal. 


Method No. 3, sun preserving, 
can't be satisfactorily used unless 
the sunshine is hot enough to 
cause rapid evaporation. For each 
pound of choice berries take one 
pound sugar and one teaspoon 
lemon juice. 
Prepare a straw- 
berry sirup from smaller fruits 
and sugar as in method No. 2, 
add the berries and simmer 3 to 5 
minutes. Then drain off the sirup 
and put the berries on shallow 
enameled pans or china platters 
Boil the sirup ten minutes, until 
it is fairly thick, remove the 
scum, add the lemon juice, and 
pour the sirup over the berries. 
Cover 
with 
a 
window glass 
propped up % inch from the plate. 
Sun for two or three days, until 
the sirup has jellied, turning the 
berries over every day. Without 
reheating, put the preserves into 
hot sterilized jars and seal. 
For jams, strawberry and rhu- 
barb make a fine combination, 
using equal weights of the two. 
Strawberry and fresh pineapple 
together also make a delicious 
jam, with half as much pineapple 
as strawberries.

MASTER GROCERS 
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TODAY and TOMORROW 


BY WALTER LIPPMANN 


If the president still holds the 


views which he expressed in his 
first message to congress last Jan- 
uary the resignation of Mr. Jus- 
tice Van Devanter, following upon 
the ascendancy of a liberal major- 
ity within the supreme court, ought 
to give him great pleasure. But, as 
a matter of fact, there are many 
signs that the faction with which 
he is now associated is greatly em- 
barrassed by the achievement ot 
his avowed objects. They are not 
in the least elated at having won 
what they said they were fighting 
for. 


Most of the democratic leaders 
in congress must be wondering 
about this. They must have asked 
themselves again and again why 
they are being commanded to go 
on with the judiciary bill when its 
supposed purpose has either been 
accomplished already or is certain 
to be accomplished within the next 
12 months. This is a puzzling ques- 
tion. But we shall soon learn the 
answer. Now that a liberal court 
is certain we shall learn whether 
the avowed object of the bill is its 
real object, whether its object is 
to insure liberal control of the 
court or whether the object is 
something more far reaching than 
the liberalization of the court. 


When men spsak of liberalizing 
the court they meari that the con- 
stitution shall be construed by 
judges who have the legal philos- 
ophy developed by the dissenting 
opinions of Holmes and carried on 
since his retirement by Brandeis, 
Stone and Cardo/o in their dissent- 
ing opinions. The sponsors of the 
president's bill have given out the 
impression that what they seek to 
do is to make a court in which a 
firm majority will hold the philos- 
ophy of these dissenting judges. 
With that purpose the leaders of 
the opposition have been in sym- 
pathy, however much they may 
have rebelled against the deceit 
and the brutality of the judiciary 
bill itself. Such disinterested sup- 
port as the bill has had among 
thoughtful people has been due to 
a conviction that the court needed 
badly to lay aside the legal philos- 
ophy of Mr. Justice McReynolds 
and to adopt the legal philosophy 
of Mr. Justice Holmes. 
But what is the position of these 
•upporters if now the president in- 
sists upon the enactment of his 


bill? Is it not evident that if he 
does insist, he is confessing that he 
wants more power than even a lib- 
eral court would find in the con- 
stitution? Is that not the reason 
why the liberal decisions of the 
past two months and the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Justice Van Devanter 
are so embarrassing to the pro- 
moters of the president's plan? 
Is it not that they really want a 
great deal more power than any 
liberal court can conscientiously 
give them, and that they find 
themselves today in a quandary 
where' it is no longer possible for 
them to conceal their real pur- 
pose ? 


For they can no longer pretend 
that they are disciples of Holmes 
and Brandeis if now they try to 
force thru this bill. 
The truth of the matter is that 
the moving spirits behind this bill, 
including, I think, the 
president 


himself, have no idea of being sat- 
isfied with the constitution 
as 
construed in the philosophy 
of 


Holmes and Brandeis. What they 
want is plenary authority for the 
president and a controlled con- 
gressional majority; 
they 
want 
this authority to be unlimited by 
the rights of the states or by the 
checks and balances of the consti- 
tution. 
Such authority they will never 
obtain from a merely liberal court. 
That was demonstrated, first, in 
the NRA case, where the liberal 
justices were, if anything, more 
vehement than the others against 
the blanket delegation of power to 
the president. It was demonstrated 
again in the 
Humphrey 
case, 


where, by a vote of eight to one, 
the court set itself 
against 
the 
president's attempt to bring 
the 


independent commissions under his 
personal control. 
From a liberal court the new 


dealers could get the power to 
achieve most of the reforms which 
they have talked about. But what 
they cannot get from a liberal 
court is the blanket authority that 
they now desire. 
For the liberal 
justices are ^constitutionalists. The 
dominant new dealers today 
are 
not. 
The dominant new dealers 
today are men who believe that 
there must be no limits upon the 
power of the new deal majority. 


Thus, tho it was indiscreet on 
his part, it was immensely reveal- 
ing when Representative Maverick 
recently 
demanded the 
retire- 
ment not only of all the conserva- 
tive judges, but of Mr. Justice 
Brandeis as well. Mr. Maverick is 
not to be taken too seriously as an 
administration spokesman even tiio 
he is the nominal sponsor of the 
judiciary bill. But Mr. Maverick 
is very representative indeed of the 
little group of bold and reckless 
men who have been setting the 
pace for the president in the past 
few months. 
It is significant that Mr. Maver- 
ick wants to get rid of Mr. Jus- 
tice Brandeis. From his point of 
view he is quite right. The liber- 
alism of Mr. Justice Brandeis 
is 
deeply inconsistent with the per- 
s o n a 11 y conducted collectivism 
which the present 
new 
dealers 
want. 


Because this is their real pur- 
pose, the inner circle who are now 
in control of the new deal are not 
pleased when the court liberalizes 
its views. They would find it eas- 
ier to overwhelm the court if it 
stood rigid. That is why they are 
not satisfied with a "compromise" 
that would give them the appoint- 
ment of two justices. To establish 
the kind of sovereign power they 
desire, they need the six appoint- 
ments in the supreme court and

Against Power District. 
Retrial in Lincoln county of the 
damage suit of Alfred L. Steck 
against the Platte valley public 
power and irrigation dictrict was 
ordered by the supreme court Fri- 
day in an opinion by Judge Good.

CONTEMPT CHARGE 
FAILS 


Failure to Pay Alimony Must 


Be Wilful, to Stick. 


Harry 
Thomas, sentenced in 
Scottsbluff county to remain in the 
county jail until he purged himself 
of contempt of the court in refus- 
ing- to pay his divorced wife Amy 
550 a month, was improperly con- 
victed, said the supreme court Fri- 
day, in an opinion by Judge Eb- 
erly. The court says while the law

The affidavit being fa- 
tally defective, the order and judg- 
ment of the trial court are set 
aside, and the action dismissed, but 
without being a bar to another 
action.

DR. COPELAND'S 


HEALTH TALK 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D

UNDER NORMAL conditions we 


rarely fear certain diseases which 
science has placed under pretty 
complete control. But when nature 
breaks down the barriers provided 
by modern civilization, disease soon 
follows. One of the greatest prob- 
lems encountered by relief workers 
in the recent Ohio flood was the 
menace of typhoid f«?ver. 


Not so long' ago, typhoid fever 


was a serious menace to the popu- 
lation of the world. It was an ever- 
present danger, even when floods 
and other unusual conditions were 
not present. 
With the discovery of the typhoid 


fever inoculation, this menace was 
to a great degree overcome. I can- 
not state the tremendous value of 
this procedure. It has been used 
since 1912 for all military per- 
sonnel. Since then typhoid fever 
has rarely attacked those serving 
in the army and navy. 


Injections Harmless 


The injections intended to pro- 


tect against this dangerous disease 
are harmless enough and are given 
at weekly intervals for three weeks. 
"Immunization" or the power to re- 
sist typhoid fever develops its good 
effects, which last for at least a 
period of one year. After that, if 
there ia liable to be exposure to the 
germs of typhoid, the inoculations 
should be repeated. 


Typhoid fever is caused by a 


germ given a big name, the "ba- 
cilhs typhosis". This is found in 
contaminated water, milk and food 
supplies. It will be seen that the 
menace of this disease is increased 
during a flood or other great ca- 
tastrophe. It is always to be ex- 
pected when sanitation is lacking. 


In addition to protecting against 


the disease by inoculations, it is 
vitally important that water, milk 
and other foods be guarded from 
contamination. It is best never to 
eat shell fish unless it comes from 
approved waters. 
No other milk 


should be used for beverage pur- 
poses than that produced under 
sanitary conditions. When in doubt 
about the water supply, it is al- 
ways best to be on the safe side and 
boil the water before cooling it for 
use, or drink bottled water. 


Prex-cntlng Disease 


We are indebted to the Red 


Cross workers, doctors and nurses 
for their untiring efforts to prevent 
the disease. There is little doubt 
that if the anti-typhoid material 
had not been made available to the 
sufferers in the flood areas, the dis- 
ease would have spread with great 
rapidity. Typnom can easily be 
transmitted from one individual to 
another, as in the handling of food. 
That fact shows the danger not 
only to those In the immediate 
neighborhood of the flood, but in 
adjacent territory as well. 


If you live in a community where 
cases of tvohoid fever have been 


reported it "is best that you con- 
sult xvjth your doctor. He will ad- 
vise you about protections to take 
against this disease.

FAA Prorea It's Wot Playing 


Favorites in. Regard to 


Virgin Island!. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON. 
(Copyright). 
The federal alcohol administration 
has let it be known that it is 
playing no favorites 
and that 


agencies of the government con- 
cerned with the making- of Virgin 
Islands rum must conform to the 
regulations set forth to govern all 
other distillers and importers. 


A few days ago, A. K. Hamil- 


ton & Co., one of the domestic 
rum makers who feel that the 
government here is entering into 
competition .with them by sub- 
sidizing the making of rum in the 
Virgin slands, sent me copes of 
the protests Mr. Hamilton filed 
with the federal alcohol adminfs- 
tration. He stated that his com- 
plaints were of no avail. But the 
FAA disputes this and courteously 
furnishes me wtth copies of their 
letters to the New York dis- 
tributor of the Virgin islands rum 
and to the A. K. Hamilton com- 
pany, pointing out that on both 
April 19 and 20 they had taken 
"appropriate action." 


It appears that the announce- 


ments sent out by the distributors 
of the Virgin islands rum had 
already gone to press in various 
trade publications and could not be 
recalled, but that assurances were 
given the FAA that the particular 
references complained of would 
not be repeated. 


The record appears clearly to 


absolve the FAA of any favoritism 
just because another department 
of the government has gone into 
the rum making business in com- 
petition -with prvate rum makers. 
But this does ont dispose of the 
embarrassment which undoubtedly 
has been caused the FAA by the 
fact that a member of the presi- 
dent's cabinet is .sponsoring the 
sale of a product known as "gov- 
ernment house rum." 


No One Protett* to FAA. 


Nobody has as yet filed a pro- 
test with the FAA because the 
name "government" is being- em- 
ployed to describe the rum to 
prospective 
buyers, 
and it 
is 
doubtful whether the FAA would 
have any right to forbid it be- 
cause, after all, the truth is the 
government is making the rum. 


On the other hand, this opens up 
* question as to the rights of the 
private makers of rum. 
Since 
they cannot prevent the Roose- 
velt administration from, employ- 
ing taxpayers' money to compete 
with other taxpayers, the 
only 
course left to them is to put out 
their wares as being as good B.S 
the government product. 


One of the selling arguments 
used by the Virgin islands rum 
makers is that the federal govern- 
ment put up the money so as to 
help the islands with their relief 
problem. 
Private rum 
makers 
inside the United States would 
seem to have the right to ask 
the public to buy their products 
because the taxes collected go to 
support the federal treasury and 
the latter in turn spends huge 
quantities of it to aid persons on 
relief. 
The chief difficulty is that the 


private 
rum 
makers 
have no 


brand name which is quite as ap- 
pealing as 
one 
with the word 


"government" in it. Inasmuch as 
this is their real problem, maybe 
they 
haven't 
begun to be as 
aggressive 
competitors 
of 
the 


government as they might be. 


Thus it 
would appear that 
there is no reason why the pri- 
vate rum makers shouldn't get 
out a rum and call it "Congres- 
sional rum" or, if that is too gen- 
eral a term, it might be callec 
"Senate rum." 
There's a brand 


of beer by that name hereabouts 
already. 


Congressional Limited Train 
Then there's a train called the 


"Congressional Limited" and no- 
body has as yet called it mislead- 
ing or improper, even tho it Is 
conceded that very little that is 
congressional is ever limited. 


Also there's a "White House 


coffee" and 
there 
could be 
"White House rum" because both 
are 
in the 
beverage class. 
11 
might, of course, be argued that 
any such titles would give the im- 
pression that the white house hac 
something to do with the making 
of the rum. The truth is the f edera 
government is in the rum busi- 
ness because the Roosevelt admin- 
istration sanctions the drinking o 
rum by engaging in the liquor 
business—that when better rums 
are made, 
the 
American rum 


makers will make them.

Split Up a Famous Family

Was it Talleyrand who said that 
th« wortd is made up of only two 
classes of persona, the shearers 
and the shorn? Here is an old and 
vivid story that makes concrete his 
generalization. It sets us to won- 
dering whether this 
unbrotherly 
tate of mind can ever be changed. 
At the very root of all our pres- 
ent day problems lies this one. Af- 
ter all the politicians and econo- 
mists and philosophers and reform- 
ers have said their wordy say, 
there still remains the basic ques- 
tion, "Will man ever cease to ex- 
ploit man? Will the strong forego 
their power to take advantage of 
the weak? Is the real brother- 
spirit an attainable goal for all of 
life? Will the Esaus forever re- 
main the prey of the Jacobs ? 
Let us not deceive ourselves. No 
mere change in politcial systemo 
can effect this fundamental and 
essential reform. As the news from 
Russia shows, communism is as 
helpless as fascism to bring it to 
pass. 
Autocracy and democracy 


alike have proved a congenial field 
for the machinations of the Jacobs 
against the Esaus. If we are brave 
enough to think straight, and to 
deal honestly with realities, we 
must know that only some force 
which can change human nature 
is able to make brotherhood real. 
And the only adequate force in 
sight is vital religion. Until God 
enters the transaction as control- 
ling factor, brother will always 
overreach brother, and the strong 
will take advantage of the weak. 


A Family Scene. 


Our story's setting is not a beau- 
tiful picture. In the patriarchal 
family we find Isaac, the weak 
father; and Rebekah, the design- 
ing and. unscrupulous mother; and 
the uncongenial twin sons, Jacob 
and Esau. Each of the parents had 
a favorite son; and where favor- 
itism exists in a family, other evils 
are certain to follow. As we ob- 
serve the weakness of the sons, we 
may not overlook the causative 
weakness of the parents. 
Esau was a "he man." Rugged, 
red blooded, simple and direct in 
all his impulses, he loved the out 
of doors, a hunter and a free rif* 
ing "good fellow." He waS doubt- 
less a favorite in every gathering 
of men. 
He 
never outgrew the 


"good fellow" stage. His responsi- 
bilities as future head of the fam- 
ily meant nothing to him. He lived 
for the pleasures of the moment. 
A mature man usually thinks of 
tomorrow today. Not so Esau. Give 
him a good Ahorse to ride, a good 
bow and arrows to wield, and a 
good field of game, with a good 
dinner afterward and he was con- 
tent. 
His brother Jacob, who was his 
junior by a minute 
or 
so, -was 


wholly otherwise. He was a stay- 
at-home boy and man, dear to his 
mother's heart and ever under her 
crafty tutelage. From the center 
of things he shrewdly studied self 
advantage. He gave his cunning 
brain plenty of training. Naturally, 
he despised his gentle father, and 
his robustious brother. 


A Bad Bargain. 


It is always a bad bargain when 
selfishness and passion trade. Esau 
came home hungry from the hunt 
one day, and impulsively declared 
that he was dying for food. Jacob, 
who would not have been messing 
among the pots and pans had he 
been more masculine, had prepared 
a savory stew, which his famish- 
ing 
brother 
craved. 
Even 
a 
stranger would have been entitled 
to a share of the meal, by all laws 
of oriental hospitality; but Jacob, 
perceiving his reckless brother's 
mood, saw a chance to gain an end 
over which he had long brooded, 
and plotted with his mother — the 
headship of the family. So, incred- 
ibly, he refused to feed Esau unless 
the latter would assign him his 
birthright. And poor, thoughtless 
Esau, who never saw farther ahead 
than his own face, consented, and 
swore to the agreement. 
When any appetite so masters a 


man that he will part wifh his spir- 


itual inheritance to gratify it he 
abdicates his real manhood. Esau 
was not the first or the*.last to 
make this bad bargain. All 
the 


drunkards and gluttons and slaves 
of money and lust are repeating 
Esau's sin today. 


The Esau Fashion Today. 


For a man is more than a set of 


physical instincts, despite the mass 
of cock-eyed and 
high-sounding 


teaching1 that we hear and read 
today. Foolish modern philosophy 
has ranged itself on the side of 
Esau. "Eat, drink and be merry," 
and never mind morals or religion, 
is its motto, when reduced to real- 
istic terms. "Obey that impulse;" 
do as you please; live for your ap- 
petites and convenience; take what 
you can get, and never mind the 
other fellow—so runs, in practice, 
the reasoning that has upset our 
worlci. 


Birthrights would seem to be 


about the cheapest of the world's 
commodities today. Youth is being 
taught that for a red baubla from 
western Asia its sacred national 
historic heritage should be ex- 
changed. Our long inheritance of 
Christian faith and character is 


on the bargain counter. The sac- 
redness of liberty under law, of 
moral responsibility, and of fidel- 
ity to future generations, is lightly 
esteemed. The Esau type of trade 
is booming. Birthrights are going 
for less than the mess of good red 
pottage. (And that pottage is good, 
for I have eaten it, at the scene 
of our day's lesson.) 
Many are 
selling: their birthright, and not 
getting any pottage at all. 


An Immortality of Infamy. 


This man Esau—who would have 
been a night club habitue had he 
lived in New York today—is held 
up by Scripture as a warning. He 
has immortality, but of infamy. 
Careless of the best things, he was 
the slave of his immediate desires. 
He abdicated that sense of reason 
and control which is the mark of 
manhood. His one impulsive act 
not only deprived him of his birth- 
right, but it also sent him. roam- 
ing- from his father's tent, an exile, 
false to the family's divine mis- 
sion; a man with a grievance and 
murder in his heart. 
Straight as an 
arrow 
comes 


home to everybody who reads this 
familiar old story the message that 
man is more than a body; he is a 
living spirit; and the needs and 
desires of the flesh should ever be 
subordinate to the convictions of 
the soul. Less than that is less 
than manhood.

BRADDOCK AHEAD OF 


HIS TRAINING SLATE 


Champion Hangs Up Gloves 


for 
Brief Rest 
as 


Bout Looms. 


GRAND BEACH, Mich. (UP). 
Jim Braddock was so far ahead 
of the training schedule for his 
title fight with Bomber Joe Louis 
next June he hung up his gloves 
for a brief rest. 
Physically, the champion was 
as perfect as he will be the night 
he steps into the ring at Comisky 
park to defend his heavyweight 
crown against the Negro chal- 
lenger. 


But his sparanates say he makes 
mistakes—"siriall ones." He still 
is not sharp enough in the ring. 
Sometimes he throws his right too 
often and leaves too much chin 
exposed. 


"Jim is just anxious to fight," 
bubbled Manager Joe Gould. "All 
he needs is plenty of boxing to 
make him more careful. 


"Give him two weeks more and 
he'll be better than he ever •was." 
The champion officially opened 
training for his June 22 bout by 
thrashing four sparring partners 
in a seven and one-half round 
workout Thursday. Shortly after 
the session, Gould announced Jim 
would lay 
off boxing 
possibly 
until Sunday. 
Even in his first public drill, 
Braddock showed he will use ut- 
most caution against Louis. 
He 
boxed carefully every minute of 
the way, using the straight left 
that broke Maxie Baer's heart to 
probe for an opening for his right 
hand. 
Braddock's only mistake ap- 
peared to be over anxiousness. He 
wanted to open up against each 
of the four and had to drop his 
guard to do it. None of them hit 
him a serious blow. 


Of his four opponents, only 
Charley Massera 
of Pittsburgh 
was a coutner puncher of the 
Louis type. Even Massera failed 
to give Braddock much of a dem- 
onstration of what to expect from 
the Bomber since he never has 
mastered Louis' favorite weapon— 
the left hook. 
Jim was slow, but a month 


more of boxing should bring him 
back to his peak despite the ex- 
tended layoff since 1935 when he 
upset Baer.

Average 65 Points. 


Over the period of eight years 
Jie winning team has averaged 
65 points, the low being- the 58 tal- 
ies registered by the champion 
Kansas U squad of 1930. Nebraska 
was second "that year trailing the 
Jayhawkers by only three points. 


The composite record shows Ne- 
sraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa 
State, Kansas State and Missouri 
ranking in that order with Coach 
Ward Haylett's Kansas State team 
ihowing the most improvement in 
the last five years. 


Since 1932 Haylett's team has 
been a factor in the outdoor

second in 1935 and 1936.
